Whan Britain Was Attacked In tha 
Old Days ' 

The recent raid on tha English 
coast by Gcrmaif~warshlpa is by no 
means tha first directed at tha heart 
of the British empire. 

It la rather curious that Scar¬ 
borough which, together with Hartle¬ 
pool and Whitby, has suffered so 
severely from tha Oormau • raid, 
should have been connected with the 
last serious naval invasion of tha old 
country. 

This was In 1778 when a Franco- 
American squadron, under the com¬ 
mand of the redoubtable Paul Jones, 
made a hostile descent on tha shores 
of tha Solway Filth. At Whitehaven 
he fired one ship and spiked thirty- 
six guns, lie than- sailed up the 
Forth and had Edlnbtrgh and Leith 
at his mercy, had not a timely gale 
come on and blown him out to sea 

Ultimately, off Scarborough, he fell 
In with a large fleet of Baltic mer¬ 
chantman under convoy of H.M.8. 
Semple and Countess of Scarborough 
Jones at once gave battle, captured 
(he latter vqsael, and eventually coni 
polled the captain of the Serapla to 
haul down his flag. It was tha most 
desperate and sanguinary engage 
meui which haa ever taken place Im¬ 
mediately off the shores of Britain 

A later naval engagement off Scar¬ 
borough took place on February 13th, 
1808. when the Sappho chased and 
brought Into action the Danish brig. 
Admiral Jawl. the British ship, in 
half an hour, compelling the enemy to 
capitulate It Is curious to reflect, 
however. thq; the modern peaceful

Hogs Kapt In Cold, Damp Pans Ara 
Apt to bo Affactad 

M.E.R., of Elkhart county. Indiana, 
says that he haa a litter of full blood 
ad Poland China pigs, seven weeks old 
that have rheumatism. Their Joints 
are swollen and they ara lame He 
wants to know the cause and tha cure. 

Thla form of rheumatism' in pigs 
can usually be taken aa an Indication 
that care and faedlog have not been 
of the right kind. Pigs kept in cold, 
damp pens or subjected to expoaure 
arc apt to be affected In thla way. 
Overfredlug la another common cause. 
Of course, there may be other cauaas, 
for instance at the beginning of au 
outbreak of cholera the symptoms of 
rheumatism are frequently present. 

Tha flrat thing wa would advise 
wottld be to put the pigs In dry, com¬ 
fortable quarters. If they are not al¬ 
ready there. Keep them away from 
old straw stacks or manure heaps. 
Bed them well with clean, dry straw 
In a house that is well ventilated but 
free from drafts In the way or medl 
clnai treatment we quote from Dr. 
Craig; "Salicylate of soda li the most 
useful drug to give In this disease. The 
dose I* tweuty or thirty grains In the 
feed or as a drench three times a 
day. Quinine and bitter tonics can 
alao be given. Blistering ointments 
and liniments should be spplied to lha 
Inflamed articulations."—The Farmer’s 
Guide.

Interesting Facta and Figures Relat¬ 
ing to Supply During Present 
Crisis 

In most countries thla year s crop 
(1914) ts below average. It la esti¬ 
mated France will have to lmpor*. 
88 . 000,000 bushels, Austria somethiag 
like 40 . 000.000 bushels, as thatr Crop 
Is 40.gOQ.000 bushels less C»an usual 

Germany is mor fortunate with a 
crop some eight millions above the 
average. Even so. she will still, 
need approximately 80 million bushels 
from the outside woyld. 

Russia’s average export la 140,800,- 
000 bushels. The crop this year la 
not far from an average, but their 
problem Is not to feed Itself but to 
safely market ita wheat 

Semi-official reports from Franca 
gave tha yield of wheat aa 298,000.- 
000 bushels. The annual consumption 
amounts to 380.000.000 bushels. 

Italy—Official report places final 
yield of wheat at 168.009JI00 bushels. 
Broomhall says annual Importation 
will likely be exceeded owing to mili¬ 
tary operations.

will bq greatly supplemented by tha 
work already done by the Dominion 
government In the development of tha 
Banff National Park. While the gen¬ 
eral scheme of Thomas 11. Masson, 
the well known authority on tows 
planning and landacape Improvement, 
will be far from completion this year, 
the new concrete swimming pool and 
bath house originally planned by the 
government and incorporated Into the 
scheme, has Juat beqp completed The 
pool occupies a site on the aide of 
the Sulphur mountain, where there la 
a »rge spring of sulphur water r‘:-»ng 
out of tua mountain aids. The pool 
and bath house lie parallel to tha 
mountain aids, one and abutting tha 
weH known basin, the other coveting 
n tun.if I entrance to the ca Tho 
structure of reinforced con. rete is 
built upon a bench excavated In tha 
mountain a do, 4.575 feet above sea 
level, and about 200 feat abov« the 
bottom of tha Bow river valley of 
which it affords an excelled view. 
The pool Itself la ISO feat long and 
3S feet Wide, with a depth varying 
from 3 fwt to 8 feet. Tha ild°i are 
formed by light reinforced concrete 
walla, lined with white enamelled 
brick, and finished at the top with a 
tera cotta acum trough and ban I rail. 
The bottom Is a reinforced concrete 
pavement on an asphalt base. i'Ue 
bath house has a length of 137 feet, it 
27 feet wide, and 40 feet high. Tha 
roof will be used as a promenade, and 
will also provide daylight for tha 
dressing rooms, aa it constats of 4.000 
square test of prism tights. To soften 
this light, and also to protect tha 
‘prisma from the steam arising from 
tha bathers, there is-an arch diffuser 
sash over the dressing room, with 
openings from which the air and 
steam are removed by a fan. There 
are a total of 132 Individual dressing 
rooms In the bath house, with fresh 
water shower bathe and otHer toilet 
facilities.

THE TRYING EXPERIENCES OF ^ CANADIAN NURSE 


Work of these Bnve Woman and the Heroic Acts ihey have 
Performed will some day be Written in Letters of Gold 
in t}ic Imperishable Deeds of British History

J. B- Neale, 
of the 10th Royal Grenadiers of T<* 
runto. was recently published Id the 
Toronto Sunday World. 

In the course of her letter Mias 
Neale gays: “A short time ago a very 
long train stopped at our aiding about 
10 p.m. It contained two complete 
hospitals from India, one for the na¬ 
tives and one for the British Indian 
wounded. Just Imagine how cold they 
wen . They had left India In the hot 
weather and had come straight to Bou¬ 
logne and Marseilles. We gave them 
hot tea. etc, as we always have boll 
log water-ready and in the morning 1 
got the slaters Into the dlspeneary to 
have a good warming.

the conditions under which i^ey are 
fighting at the present time it will 
bo readily realised that this work can 
only be carried on successfully If the 
people of Canada give It their hearty 
support both In material ahd actual 
cash. 

It will be neceesary to prepare for' 
many more months of war and as long | 
as this dreadful campaign lasts so I 
will comforts be needed for the 
troops and money needed to purclias'e 
necessities for use in the hospitals 
and near the trenches where the 
wounded men are given Arst aid.

Petition i« Being Widely Circulated In 
the United States 

A protest strongly worded against 
the rolled States continuing to per 
mlt the exportation of munl'lon of war 
to the allies Europe Is being circu¬ 
lated by Interested persona In tha re¬ 
public, and according to report is re¬ 
ceiving federal support. The protest 
contains arguments against allowing 
exportation on the ground that muni- 
tlona. besides going to Europe. are go¬ 
ing to Japan. We are fortifying not 
only Europe, ns against each other; 
we are fortifying others against our- 
se*c»," It says 

A copy of this paper, which aims 
Jo bring pressure to bear on the 
United States government - has been 
received by Prof. Anderson, of To¬ 
ronto university. It says: 

"We, tha oltisens of tha United 
States of America, appeal In the name 
of Justice antNhumanlty, In the name 
of id utrallty and future peace, to the 
people, to the law makers and the 
government of our country to prevent 
the export from onr shores ot one 
single weapon, or tone pound of pow¬ 
der to depl death In Europe. 

"The president of the United States 
has prevented the loan of money to 
France and thereby our country has 
set Its own precedent of what la Just 
and right. This precedent binds us in 
legal opinion as well aa in the esti¬ 
mate of the world, to pursue a course 
•f undubitable neutrality.’* 

The protest details that grant or¬ 
ders have been accepted and art be¬ 
ing executed In the United States for 
' the continuance of war. and asks: 

"Where are our peace societies? 
Where are our women's organisa¬ 
tions? Where are our churches? Are 
we. for the sake of present business 
proflt—willing to draw upon ourselves 
an enduring heritage of hatred? Gen¬ 
erations will not suffice to wipe away 
the stain we bring upon ourselves 
Guns, ammunition, cartridges, dyna¬ 
mite, bombs, are goihg fromrour man¬ 
ufacturers not only to England. 
France and Ruasta, but also to the 
Japanese. We are fortifying not only 
Europeans against each other , we are 
fortifying others against ourselves. In 
case of any future struggle forced up¬ 
on our own land, plcturVtbe destruc¬ 
tion brought upon us did any neutral 
of Kurope take the position of neutral¬ 
ity we assume today.

Assertion of e French Soldier—Pass¬ 
ports and Large Sum of Money. 

Given Him 

Fresh Indications of the energetic 
efforts which ibe German government 
Is making to Influence public opinion 
la France In favor of an early peace la 
given by a French non-comimsaioned 
officer who was taken prisoner at 8t. 
Mlhlel on December 31, and has re¬ 
turned to France via Swltserland. 

After hla capture, thoi soldier says, 
he was taken to Metx, where he was 
Interviewed by the German Socialist 
leader Sudekum. The latter tried to 
work upon the Fr ncliman by argu 
log that Franco was serving the In¬ 
terests of England, that a separate 
peace with Germany would be ror her 
great benefit, and that this could be 
brought about by the combined ef¬ 
forts of the Socialists of the two 
countries, wbo would Issue a Joint 
appeal to the working classes 

The French soldier feigned agree¬ 
ment with the proposal that he should 
be set at liberty to return to France 
and carry one secret propaganda to¬ 
ward these ends. Civilian -clothes, 
false. Belgian passports and a large 
sum of money were given to him. and 
the Germans promised him that if his 
first tour In France succeeded they 
would send him there again with sup¬ 
plies of pamphlets and placards for 
secret distribution. 

Another'of their schemes revealed 
to him was a project for fomenting a 
revoluntlonary movement' in South 
France. 

The Frenchman thinks. f.*om what 
he heard, that other French prisoners 
had already been sent back Into 
France on similar missions. Ills cap- 
lors offered to give him another non¬ 
commissioned officer as a companion 
If he wlshod. - 

He was escorted to the Swiss fron 
tier and cm arriving in France at once 
reported himself to the authorities. 


Patriotism Means 
More Production 

Dominion Department of Agriculture 
laeuee-Unique ‘War Book" 

The department of agriculture'baa 
Issued and distributed an "agricultural 
war book." published by the direction 
of Hon Martin Burrell. The Intention 
of tbo publication la to encourage 
"patriotism, production, more than 
usual.** 

Tbo minister of agriculture, in In¬ 
troducing the volume, saya: 

"Approxlmately twenty million men 
have been mobilised in Europe. A 
large proportion of these have been 
withdrawn from the farm* of the 
countries at war. Even in neutral 
counties large numbers of food pro¬ 
ducer* have been called from the land 
to be ready for emergencies It Is dif¬ 
ficult for us to realise what will be the 
effect on food production through the 
withdrawal of several million men 
from all the great agricultural coun¬ 
tries of Europe. These millions cease 
to ibe producers, thby have become 
consumers—worse still, they have be- 
como destroyers of foad.

Secret of flea Power la Big Guns and 
Lots of Them 

Interesting deductions made from 
the battle oil the coast of t'blle on No¬ 
vember l. where the British crulseea 
Good Hope and Monmouth were sunk 
by the German squadron under Ad¬ 
miral Von Spee. sad tho Ister.battl** 
off the Falkland*, when British war- 
•hip* under Admiral Hturdei- sunk 
four out of five of Von Spec a ships, 
appoar In the London Engineer of Do 
comber 18. As already potuted out In 
(ho Army and Navy Journal, the En 
gineer reached the conclusion that It 
In the big gun power and speed that 
haa told thus far In naval duels. Tbo 
Engineer says, in part: 

^Little by little, as oue naval action 
foflaws.another*light le being thrown 
on the various war problems that have 
been discussed In times of peace. A 
few big facts are beginning to stand 
out and the teener fry are gradually 
taking their proper place In the pic¬ 
ture. Early events, uoiably the loss 
of the three cruisers gave undue 
weight to the submarine. For a time 
It seemed that Admiral Bacon's theor¬ 
ies were about to he Justified. Then 
came the unfortunate action off irhllo. 
followed by the glorious one off the 
Falkland*: Tfie destruction of the 
Barfam by the Syduey la another case 
In point. The Sydney's guns over¬ 
bore the small pieces of the Emden. 

"Given the fact that two ships can 
get within range of each other, that 
which la able to throw the biggest 
shell will win. Smaller gun«, even 
six inch, seem to be or little import- 
aoce. where bigger pieces come Into 
play and we shall have to revlae all 
our old theories about the value of 
weight of metal In a broadside Thus 
Sir Philip Watt'a design of the dread- 
naught la fully Justified A dread 
naught should be able to figlit an ac 
tion without firing anything leaa thao 
her main rmameoL Her big guns 
would destroy her opponent without 
any help from the secondary pieces. 
It Is calibre that counts and In 
estimating the value of fighting 
ships In the future we ahsll have to 
consider the primary armameul only. 
Whether the smaller pieces will be 
useful for I he repulsion of mosquito 
light vessels remains to be seen. It Is 
one of the things that war has yet to 
teach ua. So far. In the only two ac¬ 
tions of Importance In this connection, 
tho smaller veaoala have bean told 
to clear off as quickly as possible and 
leave the conteutlca to the big ships. 

"Small vessels have not made a 
concerted action on a big ship, and the 
light gtKu have not beeo tried on the 
particular <lnty for which they were 
Intended It must, however, be ob¬ 
served that If two battleships engage 
they can so pqund each other with 
their huge shells that there la little 
probability ot a 6-iarli gun being left 
available for service even after a brief 
engagement. In all likelihood one or 
other of the vessels would be knock 
ed out and set or fire, and If not 
aunk. would be at the mercy of any 
smaller craft that chose to give her 
the coup de grace. The rnnffagratton 
caused'by shell Is a matter of much 
moment, of which we expect to hear 
a great deal when the war la over. 
Everything points In the same direc¬ 
tion; the big gun—that tx a gun big 
ger than anything your opponent has 
—it master of the situation. The 
secret of sea power, numbers apart, 
la big guns and lota of them, on fast 
ships."

Fish for Great Britain 

Thraa Refrigerator Carloads Sent to 
England From Pacific Coast 

Three refrigerator cars, each carry 
Ing thirty tons of halibut, taken from 
tbo waters of tho Pacific ocean, off 
Prince Rupert, passed through Mont 
reel recently, en route for St. John, 
where tbe flab la lo be shipped by the 
steamship Scandinavia to tbe British 
market. 

Tbe famine In the British flab mar 
ket. dtve to the closing of the .North | 
flea, haa recently led to the exporta¬ 
tion in large quantities of Canadian 
fish to England, far and above that of 1 
previous years, and fish merchants 1 
look for a development la this new ‘ 
trade that will continue aft#' tbe war. 

A trial shipment of 26,006 pounds 
of halibut was seqt from Prince Rup¬ 
ert recently, nnd when opened In 
England was found to bn In first clans 
condition, leading to tbe placing 
of other large orders. In the case of 
these shipments to Groat Britain tbe 
fish la carried over 6,660 milea.

Problem of Germany 

Will Scon be How ti Find Men for 
Army, in View of Looses 

The Army Bulletin, In comment Ing 
upon the German loose*' In the war. 
declares that a greater part of the 
original regiments must have been re- 
orgaqixed. Tbe Bulletin asserts that 
from August 2 until the beginning of 
December the German army lost ap¬ 
proximately 2,000,000 men. and since 
that time thcr^have been the battles 
In Poland Admitting that 600,000 
wounded would he able to return to 
the firing line, the Bulletin says that 
the definite 'one. therefore, may be 
estimated at nearly 1.600.00" men. 

Without doubt, aajq ihc Bulletin, 
Germany has an enormous number ot 
men In reserve, but these reserve are 
already being drawn upon and are not 
inexhaustible, even Incorporating the 
classes of the youngest men. from 1? 
to 20 years of agt*. and those between 
20 and 40 ; oars of age whose services, 
were dispensed with in timea of 
peace. Germany's appeals. It is add¬ 
ed. will be unable to fufnlsl* actually 
over 2,000,000. The more Germany 
forms new units, tbe more will she 
diminish ihc gsjeral value of her 
army, and hasten the momont when 
there- wHI be an end to her re¬ 
sources.

Nu leaa than five ruling Indian 
princes are at the preae • n.ue on ac¬ 
tive service with the Bridal! army, 
all of whom belong to the ItaJput 
race, famous aa the great lighting, 
land owning and ruling caste of In¬ 
dia, and from which a largo propor¬ 
tion of the recruits for the Indian 
army of today are drawn. Four of 
these, the Maharajas of Bikaner. Kis- 
hanagarb, Jodhpur aud Sir Pertab 
Singh, are with Ihe Indian expedi¬ 
tionary forces in France, the fifth, the 
adopted son and sucrosaur of 8ir Pei 
tab 8ingh as ruler of Idar. la nerving 
in Egypt. Col. 8ir t.aoga Singh. Bah 
sdur of Bikaner, haa served outside 
hla own country in command of hla 
renowned camel corps, on many pre¬ 
vious occasions, and wan recently 
gratified to receive from Gcntial Sir J. 
G. Maxwell a message appreciative of 
the signal service the camel corps has 
already rendered in Egypt 

In a recent Interview given In Lon¬ 
don during Christmas leave, to a 
Times' representative, the Maharaja, 
who la an extra A.D.C. to Sir John 
Franch, expressed on behalf of the 
ruling princes of India their keen 
ariise of the duty which Ilea upon 
them to assist their king emperor with 
every means at their disposal, and 
their recognition of the absolute ne¬ 
cessity of British participation In the 
war. The loyalty of tbe Indian peo¬ 
ple. increased by the w ise and sympa¬ 
thetic policy of l-ord Hard ngc, the 
viceroy, was such that ho had no 
doubt that a large proportion of the 
army could safely be withdrawn from 
India. He paid a high tribute to the 
services «f Aga Khan in maintaining 
tbe loyalty of tbe Indian Moslems In 
face of what he described as *Tur- 
key'a suicidal action." 

Referring to hla’ experiences In 
China 14 years sgo during the Boxer 
outbreak, the Maharaja said that he 
was then pained nnd astonished by 
the ruthless methods of the Germans; 
during the time he had been In 
France he haa seen heart-rending 
evidence of equally terrible cruelty 
on their part, authenticated accounts 
of which had stimulated the deafre of 
the Indian peoples for the victory of 
the Allies The Maharaja also gave 
high praise to the courage and cheer¬ 
fulness of the British and Indian 
troops amid the discomforts of the 
trenches, often knee de.^p In water. 
These ware especially trying to sold¬ 
iers *i«u*tomed to operations in 
mountainous regions, and he woe 
•rofldof the hourly admiration whleh 
had been expressed on all aides for 
the Inlrepidl y end resourcefulneaa of 
his fellow countrymen under such 
adverse conditions.

A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of bis homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con 
dition* A habitable bouse is required 
except wheo residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a home*leader in 
good standing may pre enipt a quarter 
section alongside hia homestead. Price 
$3.(1) per acre. 

Duties—8i* months residence in each 
ef three years sifter earning homestead 
patent; also 30 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon a* homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts.

hV LAW NUMBER NINE. 


Over a quarter million dollar* 
have been paid to tbc farmer* and 
horse breeders of this province by 
tbe Dominion government for 
bones purchased for tbe secood 
contingent. Tbe office in Calgarv 
doted yesterday, and Provincial 
Remount Commissioner George 
Hoadley, has given out tbc official 
figures as follows: 

1.246 purchased at 
total. 
629 pur¬ 
chased averaging (154.83; total, 
t97.237.00. This makes a grand 
total of 1,874 horses bought of 
bqtb classes at an average price of 
(141.59, ora total paid of (263,• 
353.50. 

Originally there is a requisition 
for 778 horses for tbe provincial 
units, which was afterwards in¬ 
creased by a few head, so that Al¬ 
berta horsemen have been given a 
market for more than double tbe 
number of hones required for our 
men. Alberta has been one of the 
best recruiting piovinccs in tbe 
Dominion, and it looks as though 
there was an ample supply of 
horses here alaq to meet require¬ 
ments of this province and others 
as well. 

Until the figures from the other 
provinces are available, it will be 
impossible to sav just where there 
was a shortage in Suitable horses, 
but it is evident that Alberta has 
the supply and that the owners 
were quite satisfied with the prices 
paid.

Home Demand Not 8upp)ied and 
Largs Exports Deplete Brbsding 
Cattle 

The department of agriculture has 
been paying special attention to the 
couservlng and Increasing of Can¬ 
ada’s supplies' of live stock, with a 
vie# both to meatlng the demands 
for home consumption and to Uklog 
advantage of the splendid opportuni 
tie* now uffered for developing a large 
export trade. Prices both In Canada 
and abroad for practically all kinds of 
meats sad dairy produce are verm 
htjfn, aud war conditions have fujeent- 
uufed the shortage of supply. On 
the other baud, cghadlau farmers 
have not by any means kept pace 
with tbs Increased demands from 
consumers at home, and the openlnr 
up of the Cnltsd State* market 
through the taking off of the duty 
against Canadian cattle haa been fol¬ 
lowed by the export of millions of 
dollars’ worth of prime cattle, leaving 
stocks now on hand at g vary low 
ebb. In Western Canada, especially, 
there has been a very severe decrease 
in breeding stock. Cano la has be¬ 
come a large importer of beef, mut¬ 
ton and hog products, although con¬ 
ditions In the Oomfnlon should make 
Instead for the development of a laige 
export business. 

During tho first tan mouths of last 
year Canada Imported 112,238 sheep 
and 4.016.162 pounds of mutton and 
iamb. The imports of hog products 
Tor the same period amounted to 57,- 
676 pounds of fresh, chtllrd and froxen 
pork and 8.340.210 pounds of pork 
barreled in brine. During the same 
ten months there were Imported 1,- 
843.728 pounds of fresh, chilled and 
froxen beef, -*nd 996,837 pounds of 
beef salted In barrels. v 

On the other hand, exports of some 
of these commodities art allowing 
large Increases. The trade In hams 
and bacon, which is now being de¬ 
veloped with Great Britain, and to a* 
last extent with the sattern Halted 
States, promises to become of read 
lly Increasing importance. Packers 
now state th-t wig* a price of seven 
rent hogs to Ibe farmers they ran 
auceeaaffilly compete with Dentnar* 
in the British market. Our export of 
hams and bacon to Orest Britain and 
to the eastern United States during 
the flrst teu mouth of 1914 amount¬ 
ed to 19,626.384 pounds, and is now 
Increasing rapidly month by month. 
The chler danger ceen hy y the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture Is ra ths deplet¬ 
ing of the breeding supplies, and an 
educational campaign to Induce more 
widespread and vigorous efforts to¬ 
wards stock ralsti.g in nil the prov¬ 
inces Is now being undertaken.

Bonar Law on ths Splendid Material

Mr. Bonar Law. the Unionist leader, 
made this refersnee to the services of 
(he army;

Radium as a Fertilizer 


Has Not Yet, However. Been Ueed 
Extensively For This Purpose 
If you happen ip have any radium 
about thu farm It may lo w«U to re¬ 
member mat a British scientist. J. 
Thome Baker, has found that 1*. me) 
be used tu increase the yield of 
crops. • 

Anyhow he has found that when a 
little over a grain of radium la put 
in a ton of soil, wheat sown in It 
will sprout a week sooner aad be six 
Incite* high when the check plot is 
only four inches high. 

I’retty soon the rolltop desk farm¬ 
ers will he telling us that radium la 
a fertilizer; but. of course, it is only 
a stimulant which enables the crop 
to lake more out of the grourd with¬ 
out putting anything in.- 

In view of the fact tk.t there are 
only 1 i grains of radium In existence 
commercially speaking—the mat¬ 
ter isn't vary important to the farm- 
•or. 

And yet It mui>. be remembered 
that there are considerable otnouuts 
of mineral matter which carry very 
smell quantities of radium, and one 
of thOs*- days agents may be about 
the country try lug to stli It tc us for 
our crops. 

It might be welt to remember that 
scarcely any of the immense claims 
sat up ngardtng the use of radium 
Wave as yet received Juatlflcatlun.

Canada Pro6ta Greatly 


Financial Experts Place Total up to 
Date at 6200 000,090 

Sir Rdmund Osier, president of ths 
Dominion Bank, states that the busi¬ 
ness situation In Canada at the pres¬ 
ent time is being assisted, instead of 
Injured, by the circumstances nrislug 
out of the war The prevalent depres¬ 
sion. he declared, had been relieved 
by the higher values which the war 
had placed upon the country’s produce 
and by the employment Induced by or¬ 
ders for war materials 

Some Idea of the extent to which 
the Dominion has bencfltted by the 
war may be gained from the conser¬ 
vative estimate of s prominent finan¬ 
cial expert of the Domlnlou. who 
places the. amount st 8200.000.0oo 
This, he declares, the Dominion would 
never have had had It not been for the 
war. 

It Is estimated that the textile In¬ 
dustry nlone has benefit ted to the ex¬ 
tent of 88.000.000 for war orders, this 
Including the orders for Canadian 
uniforms, a million dollar oHer re¬ 
cently placed with Mark Workman. 
Montreal, by th* war office, and a 
further four million dollar order from 
the same source being let to firms ail 
over Canada. 

Tha depression In the steel Industry 
has been almost entirely dispelled by 
orders for shrapnel shell, armored 
motor cars, cartridge emoes. struc¬ 
tural steel for bridges, etc., and It Is 
estimated that this Industry has rmi- 
ad tens of millions from such orders. 

In saddlery, harness, boots, etc., it 
is computed that the leather Industry 
has bcnefltt<C to the amount of 
twenty millions by war orders from 
the Canadian government, the war 
office and the British and French 
governments. Rifles and ammuni¬ 
tion orders have been placed lo the 
extent of over two millions, while tue 
hardware business has benefitted to 
the tune of two and a half millions 
In mess tins, shovels, etc. Nearly 
two millions have already been spent 
In Canada for canned meats and 
other goods for war purposes, while 
It Is stated that orders placed for rail¬ 
road sleepers and other lumber com¬ 
modities approximate a million with 
more orders la sight. Remounts for 
the British government bave been 
purchased to ths approximate value of 
four millions.

Bearing In mind the fact, already 
stated, that throughout large area* 
rain occurs on an average once in 
three or four days, and also the sub¬ 
jective fact that rain associated with 
July 1 celebrations or with battles 
would doubtless not have been remem¬ 
bered had It not been for such associ¬ 
ations, the hypothesis appears to hsvs 
no foundation. 

In 1892 the United States govern¬ 
ment disproved the ides by experi¬ 
ments In which violent explosions of 
ovnutuU* wers produced within clcuds 
by moilM of kites and balloons, 1 (S 
no rain following aa a direct or e.oa 
as an indirect result. The practice, 
•till followed In various Europeat. 
count) leu. of attempting to prevent 
hail by bombarding approaching 
clouds or of projecting vortex rings 
of smoke upward, also Is without 
scientific basis. The relatively feebls 
convectlonsl current* resulting from 
these artificial attempts to Influence 
the weather are too meagre to have 
any appreciable effect upon th* mn- 
ilvs convection accompanying storms 
and arr^vholjy Inadequate to influence 
pre< 'ipliatloa.

Canhda during the coming year High 
prices for horses of nearly all kinds, 
with the possible «xceptlon of heavy 
draft horses, are predicted In Canada 
for veara to come. 

Already some thirty thoueand 
horses hsvc been purchased lit’an 
ada for war purposes. The HVitlah 
war office has purchased In Canada 
more than seven thousand out of the 
fifty Ihouaaud horses secured on thla 
tide of the Atlantic since the outbreak 
of the war. The Canadian govern¬ 
ment purmased about seven thousand 
horars for the first contingent and an¬ 
other ten thousand are npw being 
bought for the second and third con¬ 
tingents. The French and Italian 
governments are also looking for 
horses from Canada. A Toronto firm 
was recently offered a contract for 
five thousand horses to be iftirchaaod 
for the llallAD government. The de- 
tnaud from all quarters for horses for 
war purposes Is Increasing 

It Is estimated that the total num¬ 
ber of horses now engaged In the war 
la one million. The estimated aver¬ 
age life of tbi cavalry horse on active 
service Is seven days; of the riilllery 
horse it la thirty days. For army pur¬ 
poses in the next twelve months, 
therefore, more than twelve months 
horses will he required. 

An estimate prepared by the de¬ 
partment of agriculture of tho avail¬ 
able supply in Canada shows that 
there arc about forty six thousand 
torses suitable for cavalry or artil¬ 
lery purposes. Of these two thous¬ 
and are In t ho Maritime Pro) Inces, 
eight thousands in Quebec, twelve 
thousand In Ontario, four thousand in 
Manitoba, seven thousan i In Haskat- 
chewan, twplve thousand In Alberta, 
and one thousand In Rritlsb Columbia 

A conservative estimate places the 
total number or horses owned by the 
allies at forty eight millions, and by 
tbe enemy at 8.78O.0OO. Of these, of 
course only a small proportion would 
he available for war purposes. Tbe 
supply In Germany and Austria la 
already pretty well exhaust d. and 
those countires have not the resources 
of the United States and other neut¬ 
ral countries to draw upon.
